Freedom from that time-devouring serving 
of tables which cannot be evaded in 
a: busy. parish, tenacity and patience 
to overcome the sometimes wearisome 
journey through documents where the 
sced of interest is but sparsely sown, a 
balanced judgment, a keen eye for 
inaccuracies or discrepancies. or dupli- 
cations, a certain power of _ sifting 
evidence, a wide knowledge of ecele- 
siastical history and custom, the. ability 
to materialise the unwritten by a judi. 
cious reading between th. lines—these 
virtues must be in the possession of any- 
one who wpuld traverse even a corner of 
the vast domain of history; and Canon 
Leslie apparently has them to a notable 
degree. 

This book follows the lines of its monu- 
mental predecessor, ‘‘ Armagh Clergy and 
Parishes,’’ published in 1911—with this 
is msh that, whereas the Archbishops 
of Armagh are recorded within the space 
of seven pages, here twenty-five pages 
4 are occupied with the much more fylly- 
detailed list of the Bishops of Clogher. 
The latter are much fewer in number than 
the former; for, previous to the Synod of 
Rathbreasil, there are but three Bishops 
of Clogher mentioned in —c existing 
records. 

In the case of the lesser dignitaries 
deans, archdeacons, precentors, chancel- 
lors, prebendaries, and canons—very full 
information 1s given, and in the case of 
the parishes the notes on the successive 
vicars, rectors; or incumbents, and curates 
are followed by short paragraphs offering 


interesting information concerning the 
parish itself.

The author gives many little sidelights 
on the conditions of life and the circum- 
stances in which the old-time parochial 
clergyman had to perform his’ duties. 
For example, many of those who have 
lived through the last few years in Ire- 
land will congratulate themselves on 
having escaped the fate of that sixteenth 
century ‘‘red parson’’ of Aghalurcher, 
who “was killed with one shot of an 
arrow in interposing between the people 
of Cuil and the people of Machaire,” 
whilst others will, no doubt, regret the 
infrequency of the type represented by 
Gilchrist O’Fey, Vicar of Derrybrask 
(1447), who is described as “ an eminent 
cleric who kept a house of general 
hospitality: for the space of 40 years ”! 
No one will regret the passing of the low 
standard of. morality amongst the clergy 
which seems to have prevailed in the 
period ‘immediately preceding the Refor- 
mation, when the ‘‘ uncanonical wife”’ 
scems :to have been a phenomenon of 
frequent occurrence. 

In collecting such a mass of informa- 
bien is contained in this book, it is 
woll-nigh impossible to avoid inaccuracies, 
For example, we notice three errors in 
the. notice dealing with Canon W. H. 
Bradshaw on p. 95, whilst on p. 282 
something seems to have gone wrong with 
the dates in the third line of the notice 
relating to Andrew O’ Beirne. No doubt,

there are others. but such errors are 
negligible in a work of this magnitude.

considerable assistance from Lady Dorothy 
Lowry-Corry in the subject-matter of the 
historical notes attached to the separate 
parishes.

THE LIFE STORY OF 
LORD FISHER.

RE biographer of so dynamic a 
i character as the late Lord Fisher, of 
| uceessity, las a dificult task, It is hard 
io see the wood for the trees. Admiral Sir 
K.-H. Bacon, o the wholo, has acquitted 
himself well, in that, at least, he ras 
in two volumes placed a mass of facts 
before the reader. If he has not grasped 
fully the significance of every point and in 
some cases has drawn the wrong conclu- 
sion, he has provided evidence from which 
time and a more dispassionate judgment 
will be able to assess the value of the 
work which the remarkable ‘‘ Jackie ” 
did for the British Navy. Admiral Bacon 
lacks the discrimination of a Strachey 
ivhen he quotes from autograph letters. 
His excerpts ‘often are unnecessarily 
diffuse, but never uninteresting, and he 
has succeeded in giving us a compre- 
hensive, if somewhat jumbled and at 
times inconsistent, picture of his hero. It 
is not always easy to agree with the 
author in his valuation of Lord Fisher. 
He leaves us with the impression that 
“Jackie” was given overmuch to 
hyperbole, both in invective and in 
‘terms of endearment. Fisher's under- 
linings, unlike those of Queen Victoria, 
appear never to have broken down under 
the burden of emphasis. They. are 
abundant and often duplicated, and; from 
the point of view of the ordinary man, 
often placed under the wrong word. . 

Nevertheless, the transparent sincerity 
of the man is obvious. Frequently he was 
childish and occasionally vulgar, yet 
always he was energetic. Admiral Bacon 
tells, very naively, a remarkable story on 
Page 245 of Volume I.—it is too long to 
quote—about a telegram that Fisher sent 
to the late Tsar’s sister, not altogether in 
the best possible taste, and then remarks: 
“ Well, there you have Fisher! Sixty- 
eight years old, but a boy still.” He 
then adds: ‘‘ No one could read the above 
without being carried away by the fun of 
the thine.” We confess that; like Queen 
Victoria, ‘‘ we were not amused.’’; not 
because of its bad taste, but just because 
the spectacle of an elderly Admiral 
sending waggish telegrams to a young 
Grand Duchess does not entertain us. 

In Volume II.; where Admiral Bacon 
discusses the work done by Lord Fisher 


at the Admiralty during the war, he 
never fails to grip our attention. 


‘* Jackie’s ” Baltic prc ect, of which the 
general public has remained in ignorance, 
is most interesting. It seems that he was 
in favour of using the Grand Fleet to land 
an expeditionary force at a point only 
ninety miles from Berlin. Although it is 
impossible for a civilian to assess the 
merits of the scheme, the idea is most 
intriguing. Presumably this project 
helped to produce Fisher's opposition to 
the Dardanelles venture. 

Although Admiral Bacon is a strong 
partisan of Fisher, he is as fair, as within 
him lies, to Mr. Winston Churchill. Indeed, 
he perceives Churchill’s great gifts, “ In 
executive command in the field he would, 
in all probability, have earned undying 
fame,” he writes, and, later, suggests— 
which very likely is true—that England 
had to her hand throughout the war a 
John Churchill redivivus, and neglected 
to use him in his proper sphere. 
‘‘ When the wages of all come up to be 
reckoned,’’ we shall know the rights and 
wrongs of the confrovésy that drove Fisher 
from the Admiralty. Yet certain facts 
emerge that now, must re ound to Fisher's 
credit. To him, very largely, the Navy 
owes the conception of the ‘* Dread- 
nought ’’ and the introduction of the 
water-tube boiler. Also to his promptness 


in despatching the Invincible and 
Inflexible the victory of the Falkland 
Islands is due. 

Everybody who is interested in the 


British Navy ought to read this book. 
Often the reader will not agree with its 
contents, but nobody can doubt that 1+ is 
sincerely and truthfully written.

Though he does not actuaily draw the 
conclusions, yet he gives the reader so much 
food for thought that one is compelled to 
draw them. The most interesting of these 
which will occur to the thouyt.ttul reader 
is the extreme difference between French 
and English methods of colonisation and 
the corollary that this difference largely 
explains why an English-speasing and not 
French-speaking people rule Canada to- 
day. Shortly we may summarise them. 
The French pioneer made overtures to the 
native Indians and inter-masried with 
them, whilst the Engl.shma. refused to 
do so. This appears, perhaps, trivial, but 
the resultant of it can be traced to the 
day when the soldiers of Wolfo stood on 
the heights of Abraham. Had the troops 
of Montcalm been all purebred French 
regulars instead .of a miscellaneous 
collection of reculars, half-breeds, and 
full-blood Indians, then history might 
have been written differentiv. Wolfe's 
troops were “white” all through, and, 
therefore, . possessed a cohesion which 
engenders the highest discipl:ne and re- 
quires but a single mind to sen?! tc action.

kill street, County Westmeath, against Mr. 
John Hoare, of Ardaveen, Connaught avenue, 
Cork, and others, as the Standing Committee 
of the Irish Coursing Club, claiming an in- 
‘| junction to restrain them from warning him 
off and disqualifying his ‘stered grey- 
houncs, and preventing him from entering 
and runnin * oe at coursing ‘meetings pro- 
motes and held under the r of the Irish 
Coursing Club; and a declaration that he is 
entitled to enter and run his registered grey- 
hounds at such coursing meetings. The plain- 
tiff complained that he had been warned off 
for alleged discreditable conduct (which he 
denied); that no notice of the maby rr 
of the complaint was given to him; and that 
he was not given an opportunity of being 
heard or calling evidence in his defence. 

The defendants pleaded that they had 
acted bona fide on a complaint made to them 
doncerning the eligibility of the greyhound, 
Kanowna, entered by the plaintiff to compete 
in the trial stakes at a coursing meeting of 
the Lisnacaffrey Club on the 24th November, 
1925, and stated that notice of the complaint 
and of the time and place of its investigation 
was given to the plaintiff, and that he did 
not attend or tender any evidence. 

THE JUDGMENT, 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in his judgment, 
dealt with the origin and the constitution of 
the Irish Coursing Club, and passed on te 
the facts in the case, including the registra 
tion of the greyhound; Kanowna, and the 
entry of the dog as a sapling for the trial 
stakes at the coursing meeting held under 
the rules of the Irish Coursing Club at Lisna- 
caffiey on the 24th November, 1925. He 
thought that the definition in the rule ys 
cable to this description of greyhound left 
much to be desired in the way of clearness, 
and in his judgment the club should con- 
sider the advisability of revising the rule. He 
thought, however, that it was admitted that 
the dog was whelped in Jgnuary, 1925, and 
was still a sapling at the time of the coursing 
meeting in November of the same year. It 
appeared that some objection was made to 
the age of the dog by Peter Flynn, a member 
of the Coursing Club. The dog had run one 
course unobjected to, and was allowed to run 
the remaining courses under a black flag. 
Eventually the matter came before the 
Standing Committee of the Irish Coursing 
Club, which decided that the pla‘ntiff had 
been guilty of discreditable conduct, and 
must be warned off, and have all his pri- 
vileges of membership of the Lisnacaffrey 
Coursing Club, which was affiliated to the 
Irish Coursing Club, withdrawn. Such a 
charge must, in the first instance, come 
before the Standing Committee. As regards 
the penalty, no doubt, it was severe, but 
his lordsh'p did not think that he was entitled 
to set up his judgment in that respect against 
that of the club in a domestic matter. He 
was satisfied that the Standing Committee 
had ample power to withdraw the privileges 
that the plaintiff enjoyed as a member of the 
Lisnacaffrey Coursing Club, but he had to 
consider whether the charge against the 
plaintiff was formulated in a definite way 
and whether he got fair notice of the hearing 
of the charge by the comm*itee. The regula- 
tion of the club provided a very clear, definite 
code of procedure, which must be followed 
when the Standing Committee professed to 
turn itself into a Court of Justice, and it 
was provided that before any complaint of 
discreditable conduct was investigated the 
Secretary should give notice to the person 
implicated as to the time when and the place 
where the Standing Committee would in- 
vestigate such complaint, and if he appeared 
should give him an opportunity of being 
heard by himself and of calling evidence in 
his defence. .Nothing could be clearer than 
that rule, and in deciding this case his lord- 
ship was obliged to have resort to what was 
called the principle of natural justice. 


NO DEFENCE. 
When he proceeded to apply the principles 
of law which had been laid down m various 
cases, and when he considered the evidence 
which had been produced, apart from the 
mass of irrelevant and extraneous matters 
that had forced their way in, he had to come 
to the conclusion that the defendants had no 
defence whatever to this action. The Secre- 
tary of the committee had candidly admitted 
that he never sent or gave the plaintiff any 
notice whatever that the complaint would be 
investigated at the meeting of the 2nd 
August, 1926, and that at that meeting they 
proceeded to consider the case in the plain- 
tiff's absence. His lordship was bound to 
say that the investigation that tock place 
with, regard to the plaintiff's dog Kanowna 
was, 1t seemed to him, of an exceedingly pei 
lunctory character. In fact, it could scarcely 
be regarded as an investigation at all. The 
only shadow of a case made by the defend 
ants was that the plaintiff had a kind of 
constructive notice that his case would be 
taken on the 2nd August. In his lordship’s 
opinion such constructive notice would not 
he sufficient to satisfy the plain terms of the 
defendants’ own rule, but whether it would 
or not, he was not satisfied in fact that the 
plaintiff did get such constructive notice. The 
laintiff did not receive notice to attend the 
May meeting of the Standing Committee. As 
a matter of fact, the case of Kanowna was 
not placed on the agenda for that meeting. 
There was no adjournment of the case of 
Kanowna at the meeting, and, if the plaintiff's 
brother had told the plaintiff anything at all 
about that meeting, it was scarcely likely that 
he told him anything more than that the 
vase of Kanowna was not considered. In 
any event,, the presence of the plaintiff's 
brother at the May meeting did not absolve 
the defendants from the duty of giving notice 
to the plaintiff that the charge against him 
would come before the meeting on the 2nd 
August. His lordship assumed that Peter 
Flynn, who had objected to the dog, was 
actuated by- the besP of motives. He was 
satisfied, he said, after hearing the evidence 
of the plaintiff himself and of the other 
witnesses, that the plaintiff had a very re- 
spectable defence to put forward in answer 
to the charge against him, and he ought to 
have got an opportunity of making that 
defence before he was condemned. He was 
Satisfied that the plaintiff was genuinely 
anxious to meet his accusers face to face, and 
he was absolutely convinced that the plaintiff 
was entirely undware that his case was to be 
heard in Dublin on the 2nd August, 1926. If 
the plaintiff had known that, his lordship was 
certain he would have been there. 
In coming to a conclusion in this case 
adverse to the defendants, his lordship must 
not be taken as unappreciative ‘of, or un 
sympathetic with, the good work which the 
lrish Coursing Club al their capable secre- 
tary were doing in the interests of coursing. 
He knew that the club had many difficulties 
to contend with, and that they had had an 
uphill fight and many setbacks, but the 
results that they had achieved from the point 
of view of sport had been excellent, and he 
believed the club had a great future.

ROMANCE OF A GARRISON 
TOWN. 
A GRAVE OF LOST CAUSES. 


1 - oe 
(By JOHN MACKENZIE SEMPLE.) 


INSALE lives in the past and exists 
in the present. The little Munster 
port still bears the look of a more 
picturesque age, but it has lost its old 
vitality. The garrison and nával dock- 
yard, the mg and French trade, have 
gone, leaving behind them a lonely town, 
dreaming of its departed giories. 
Imagination can easily crowd the 
rambling, narrow streets with bygone 
visitors—Spariish - soldadus or French 
veterans, Prince Rupert’s Cavaliers or 
(romwell’s Roundheads. There the Irish 
clans fought their last battle, when, in 
those two winter months of 100!, war and 
weather killed half of the 20,000 
eombatants—English, Irish and Spaniards. 
The long harbour and its green hinter- 
land have hardly changed since that 
evening in the spring of 1689 when they 
were seen by Royal James sailing in 
hetween the forts with his thirty-three 
¥rench ships, bearing 1,500 vete1an troops. 
The King, accompanied by h's two sons 
and Sarsfield, landed and spent two days 
in the town, storing his 4,000 stand of 
arms before he rode forth on his last 
venture for the Crown. Sixteen months 
later the harbour saw the departure, on 
board a French frigate, of the broken 
monarch. 
‘The visitor is reminded that Kinsale 
was once a gay garrison town by the 
ruined barracks and soldiers’ graves. The 
Artillery, the Militia and the Naval 
Reserve successively had their head- 
quarters at Charles Fort, opposite which 
the Old Fort, built in 1602 and long a 
yuin, crowns the island peninsula of 
Castlepark. The old town barrack was 
able to house twelve companies in 1756. 
Some forty years afterwards a new barrack 
was built on a height over the port. Since 
the early eighteenth century, British 
soldiers, cn completing their service, have 
made their homes in this pleasant place. 


REGIMENTAL MONUMENTS. 


In the-late twelfth-century Norman 

Church of Saint Multose the fated Colours 
of the 71st Highland Light Infantry 
hang over the monument to General 
Reynell, the last of a Kinsale family. 
Born in 1777, the year in which his father. 
a lieutenant in the 62nd Foot was killed 
at Saratoga; General Reynell’s infancy 
was spent as a prisoner-of-war of the 
Americans. Having been Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the 7ist during the Feninsular 
War, he became its Colonel at Limerick 
in 1814, and, six months afterwards, was 
woúnded at Waterloo, where hie famous 
regiment lost ever 200 men. In 1817 these 
flags were presented to the 71st in 
Flanders, and the regiment lodged them 
in Kinsale Church in 1853. , 
- This church has a memorial to three 
officers and 157 soldiers, with thirty women 
and children, of the 82nd Foot (Prince of 
Wales's Volunteers), who, on coming: home 
from the wars; were shipwrecked at the 
Old Head of Kinsale and drowned on the 
night of the 30th, January, 1816. Only 
102 were saved. At the sam2 time and 
place 400 of the 59th Nottinghamshire 
and 62nd Wiltshire Regiments -were 
driven ashore. These three regiments had 
fought at the Battle of Nivelle in 1813, 
and, having - served in Paris, had 
embarked at Dover for Ivelani, many of 
them (like half the Army at that epic 
period) being Irish. 

Theres are also tablets to a Light 
Dragoon of Kinsale, who fough: in 1798 
and in India, and to a “ Die-hard ”’ from 
Dee-side, who died in Kinsale Barracks 
in 1873. Within the church are, in all, 
nearly twenty military monumenis—the 
oldest being dated 1714—and the church- 
yard has a score of soldiers’ gravestoncs. 
In a vault near the-town was buried, in 
1778, Colonel Gordon of the old 481st 
Aberdeenshire Highland Regiment, whose 

-father was Earl of Aboyne. Further on, 
the tomb of a youg# captain of the 32nd 

Cornwall Regiment, who fell in a duel 
with a brother officer in 1805, bears the 
text, “ The race is not to the swift, nor 
the battle to the strong.” 

With seven other warriors’ resting- 
places in Rincurran Parish Churchyard, 
near Charles Fort, is the grave ot Colonel 
Fraser of Kincorth, of the Fraser High- 
landers—the last regiment to retreat in the 
“Races of Castlebar,” in 1798. 


THE BATTLE OF KINSALE. 


Fourteen years before his great victory 
of Blenheim “ Red Marlborough ’’ won 
honours at Kinsale in the autumn of 1690. 
__ When summoned by the trumpets of the 
* Queen’s Bays, the Irish Jacobites set fire 
to the town and retired into the forts for 
their last stand. On the nexi day 800 
stormers drove the 450 defenders of the 
Old Fort from the ramparts into the 
Citadel, which held out until the Jacobite 
Colonel O’Driscoll and 200 of his West 
Cork Regiment lay dead there. 

Then the London veterans of the Royal 
Fusiliers planted batteries in front of 
Charies Fort. The English regiments soon 
captured the outworks beforo the gate. 
The Danish artillery on the hills made a 
breach in the walls, which were further 
damaged by mines; and every night 
numbers of -the besiegers sickened and died 
in their rain-swept trenches. After a ten- 
days’ defence, Governor Scott surrendered. 
Colonel O’Donovan handed the fort keys 
to Marlborough, and the disarmed 
garrison—1,200 strong—was suffered to 
retire to Limerick, leaving many barrels 
of French wines and spirits, wheat and 
beef, in the fort. Marlborough left part 
of his own regiment in Charles Fort, of 
which he made his brother governor. In 
the next year the defenders cf Kinsale 
sailed to France with the Irish Brigade— 
the first of the ' Wild Geese’’ of Munster, 

One regiment which was engaged at the 
Siege of Kinsale—distinguished by its 
facings and breeches, hat ribbons and 
Grenadier caps, being all yellow—is now 
the Somersetshire Light Infantry. Raised 
in Buckinghamshire in 1685, the regiment 
| also fought at Killiecrankie, the Boyne 
and Cork, before going to Flanders in 
1692. 


CHARLES FORT. 


Two miles south of Kinsale and on the 
Harbour’s eastern shore, Charles Fort 
extends from its drawbridge on the hill 
above Cove village down the rocky slope 
with the barracks and armoury—burnt in 
1923—to that Jonely turret projecting over 
the rocks, with the sea-spray dashing 
through its six shot-holes. When built 
in 1670 at a cost of £80,000 and named 
after the King, its houses contained 120 
hearths, and brass cannon lined its 
batteries. Before the fort was renovated 
in 1751 John Wesley preached there from 
a pulpit which the redeoats, with their 
swords, had cut out of the greensward for 


him.

Gannets. 


In a Dublin cinema recently pictures 
were shown of the rocky nesting places of 
hosts of gannets, and one onlooker, at any 
rate, marked with surprise the apparent 
friendliness of these great sea-birds, with 
their lack-tipped wings, «and “noted, 
almost incredulously, their quietress when 
approached by the camera man. 

On the west coast of Clare, gennets are 
regarded by the local fishermen with as 
much disfavour as dog fish, and many 
thrilling tales are told of encounters with 
these huge birds, whose sureneth and 
ferocity have become a byword down there. 

“The Fisherman’”’ they .call him, and 
he 1s accused of getting all to; many of 
the fish that would otherwise come to the 
nets, and even of causing damage to the 
precious nets themselves when he dives for 
a fish that may be already entangled in 
the mesh. 

In West Clare the gannet is supposed 
to foretell the coming weather with un- 
varying success ; for he never appears near 
shore, they say, unless he has come in 
before an approaching storm. 

When a gannet is seen in some sheltered 
bay, local weather experts say, ‘‘ The 
fisherman is out,” and they claim that 
stormy weather inevitably follows. 


ACution Island. 


Visitors to Spanish Point, or to Quilty, 
on the coast of Clare, are familiar with 
the sight of an island not far from the 
shore, carpeted with emerald grass and 
ntarked by a squat Martello tower, 

The Seapoint fishermen will take the 
tourist across the narrow strip of sea in 
one of the currahs that rest, bottom up- 
ward, near the little mainland harbour ; 
for the cliffs on the island are well worth 
seeing, and the caves in which the seals 
congregate in such numbers. 

The name, Mutton Island, is an un- 
usual one, and even the fact that so many 
sheep are taken out there fro.n the main- 
land for the summer grazing does not seem 
to explain the very prosaic name, that is 
associated with dead sheep rather than 
with living. | 

Joyce, in his “Irish Names o. Places,” 
gives the original name as Inishkeeragh— 
the island of sheep—and some unimagi- 
native translator has evidently changed 
that to the present designation of Mutton 
Island.

lies open. The fairies are, it is held, the 
De Danaans whose magic, powerful as it 
was, yet could not cope with the race that 
succeeded them. According to de Jubain- 
ville, these Danaans correspond to the 
heroes and demigods of classic antiquity, 
and very soon came to comprise all one’s 
heroic ancestors who had passed from the 
apper earth. To the ancient mind the de- 
parted still remained members of the 
family, and were entitled to their share 
m the good things that fell to the lot of 
their descendants. Woe betide the 
thoughtless man who left not out at the 
feacts of Beltain and Samhain the due 
quota of food and drink; his endeavour 
through the after-days would be 
hampered by the dishonoured ghosts of 
his ancestors, and nothing would prosper 
for him. To this day, in country parts, a 
dish of food and milk is left abroad these 
nights for their delectation. The Greek 
dug a trench, and put in it barley meal 
and the blood of calf or sheep, and the 
sustaining nourishment sank to those 
below, an apotropaic rite to avoid mis- 
fortune. Only err had burnt 
offerings, the odour of which, rising to 
heaven, disposed Zeus in council to sive 
the offerers what they asked in return. 
The interested will find the whole story of 
these rélationships laid out with great 
skill in Sir Gilbert Murray s ‘ Fou 
Stages of Greek Religion.’’

The Aulus believe that a sneeze is an 
effort of nature to expel an angry spirit 
which has entered the body, while ta 
India 1 person who. sneezes when saying 
his prayers immediately begins them over 
again. To sneeze three times in rapid 
succession is considered a good omen, but 
when an old seafaring friend of mine 
sneezed and a new set of teeth fell into the 
Liffey at the third attempt he was not 
particularly happy. 

Some years ago an American tourist in 
Berlin, wishing to show his contempt for 
the Prussian monarchy and manners, 
remarked disdainfully: ‘‘ I sneeze at your 
Emperor.’’ He was immediately arrested, 
but as he did not attempt to carry out his 
dreadful threat against the War Lord, 
he was merely reprimanded and then 
released.

Professor Henry Gonks. 


Readers of Mr. Georges Moore’s “Ave” 
will remember the unusual consideration 
which he extends to Henry Tonks. After 

; a long career as an 
art teacher, - —Pro- 
fessor .Íonks has 
just retired from the 
Slade Professorsh:p 
of Fine Art in the 
University of 
London, at the ave 
of sixty-seven. He 
was 
surgeon, and lectured 
in. anatomy before 
he took up the 
teaching of drawing. 
He is considered by 
many to be the 
greatest draughts- 
man of modern times, and. has been 
responsible for the training of innumer- 
able artists. Professor Tonks’s correction 
of a novice’s, work frequently took the 
form of a drawing of his own, which was 
afterwards carefully tréasured by ihe 
pupil. Always a severe and somewhat 
sarcastic teacher, he came to be revered 
by his students, and many legends have 
grown around his name. His influence 
on modern British art may be gauged by 
the fame which has attended two of his 
pupils, Mr. Augustus John and Sir 
William Orpen.

Waterford s Omission. 


I am surprised that when Waterford was 
holding her Civic Week, no one thought 
of the occasion to send for and set up the 
statue of W_lliam Wallace, which was to 
have been set up in 1912, but is still with 
the contractors. Wallace was first an 
organist in Waterford and afterwards 
became a composer of operatic music, 
notably that of the famous “ Maritana.”’ 
One of his best-known compositions was 
the music of ‘“‘Alas, Those Evening 
Chimes,’’ which became, at one time, a 
part of everyone’s repertoire. Wallace 
left his native city for Australia, and the 
song mentioned was inspired ty the bells 
of St. Mary's Cathedral in Sydney. It 
is not too late for the authorities to remedy 
the omission, and to claim for the city 
the work of this man, whose music 
charmed their grandmothers in the early 
days of Victoria’s reign, 


National Creasures. 


One notices in the English Press 
continual animadversions on the fact that 
year by year treasures of art, original 
manuscripts, and bven original buildings 
are lost to that country. Individuals are 
outbid by richer Americans, and the 
public purse is unable to face the 
numerous calls upon it. It occurs to me 
that Irishmen and the public purse of the 
country might well be looked to for the 
purchase for the Free State of some of the 
work of Irish hands which from time to 
time gets upon the market.

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BELFAST, Thursday. 

EOPLE are looking forward with 
F interost to the opening oí the 
Autumn session of the Northern Parlia- 
ment next Tuesday. The Prime Minister 
will be absent, as he has not yet returned 
from New Zealand, and his place will be 
taken by Mr. Pollock, the Minister of 
Finance. There is nothing very exciting 
about the bills to be introduced, but, of 
course, the legislation of the Labour 
Government at Westninster will be 
viewed with anxiety, particularly with 
regard to unemployment insurance 
benefit. Happily the amendments to the 
Education Act will not be tabled until 
the Spring session, when there will be a 
full-dress debate. Lord Charlemont has 
predicted that when the amending bill is 
produced it will be found that the respon- 
sible Ministry, while trying to satisfy 
both sides, has not allowed the founda- 
tions of the Education Act to be impaired 
in the slightest degree. It is expected 
that the Nationalists will raise the ques- 
tion of unemployment and the prevalence 
of distress in Belfast at the earliest 
possible moment, 


RIDDLE OF THE WATERS. 


The dispute regarding the territorial 
rights over the waters of Lough Foyle is 
still being considered by the imperial 
authorities at Westminster, but the 
Northern law courts have decided the 
question, so far as they are concerned, 
and have granted an injunction against a 
large number of Donegal fishermen to 
restrain them from fishing on the lough. 
It is claimed that the waters of Lough 
Foyle are part of the County London- 
derry, through a Royal Charter dated 
10th April, 1662, and are therefore under 
the jurisdiction of the Northern Govern- 
ment, notwithstanding that a great 
portion of the lough washes the shores of 
the Free State. The position is certainly 
very curious and would require the 
wisdom of a Solon to deal with it. 

It is interesting to note that no 
damages were claimed against the fisher- 
men, which is just as well, as it would 
have been a puzzle to collect them. 
There does not seem to be any contention 
regarding the legal rights of the Northern 
Fishing Company, the only question being 
one of jurisdiction, and whether the 
litigation should have been brought in 
the Northern or Southern Courts. Before 
Ireland was divided it did not really 
matter whether Lough Foyle was a part 
of Londonderry or not; but, apart from 
the legal aspect, the common-sense view 
would be that the lough belonged to the 
land which bordered it. Moreover, the 
setting up of two different Governments 
in the country may have affected the old 
conditions, and the sooner the matter is 
cleared up the better. 


AIR TRANSPORT SCHEMES. 


Official circles in the North are greatly 
interested in the proposal tg establish an 
aerodrome in Dublin in order to maintain 
a daily service between Liverpool and the 
Southern capital. The fact that the I’ree 
State Government is considering a scheme 
to develop air transport under its own 
control, or through a subsidised private 
company, shows that the national import- 
ance of tne project has been recognised 
both from the commercial and military 
points of view. The offer of several 
English companies to organise the sug- 
gested services does not appear, from re- 
ports received here, to have been favour- 
ably considered by the Southern Govern- 
ment, an Irish company being preferred. 
That would be the better method, and a 
iarge body of young men could gradually 
be trained for civil aviation, thus opening 
up new fields for work. 

The scheme for making Belfast an air 
port is still dragging along, and everyone 
seems to be waiting until the unfortunate 
Corporation obtains legal powers to sub- 
sidise the venture to the extent of £200 
per year. ‘This proposal is being strongly 
opposed, and it is an open secret that the 
parliamentary bill will be rejected at the 
statutory meeting of the ratepayers called 
to consider it. This is to be regretted, 
as the bill contains a number of valuable 
clauses for the improvement of the city. 
Many representative me are of opinion 
that the Government, 'should follow the 
example of the Southern Administration 
and place air transport on a national 
hasis. By the way, the British Air 
Ministry is sending flying boats to Belfast

A DISTRESSFUL CITY. 


The Northern Ministry of Home Affairs 
is troubled about the acute distress which 
prevails in Belfast.4 It has addressed a 
letter to the local Board of Guardians, in 
which it is stated that “the Minister 
views with concern the extent to which 
unemployment still exists, as the result 
of inability on the part of normal 
industry to absorb all the available 
workers.” The Government, it was 
added, was doing everything in its power 
to encourage the increase of the normal 
activities of agriculture and industry, but 
experience had unfortunately shown that 
improvement must necessarily be gradual. 
Mrs. Coleman, who presides ‘over the 
deliberations of the Board—its first 
woman chairman—commenting upon the 
Ministry’s appeal for co-operation in the 
relief of unemployment by the provision of 
works of public utility, did not appear to 
be very sympathetic with the suggestion. 
She said that the workhouse was not an 
employment bureau, and the work of a 
Government Department should not be 
handed over to the Guardians. 

It was further stated that the. Guar- 
dians had done all that they could to 
alleviate distress. As a matter of fact, 
the Board was hostile to the recommenda- 
tions of the Home Office and refused to 
carry out the duties imposed on it except 
under pressure. The old cry of “ no 
exceptional distress ” is still being-raised, 
notwithstanding | unimpeachable proof to 
the contrary. |The Government itself 
might also put: in operation works of 
utility in connection with repairs to 
harbours which are needed so badly. It 
will be a lone time before the Bann 
drainage scheme comes into operation : 
for big bodies move slowly. 


EVILS OF BIGOTRY. 


The guest of honour at the meeting of 
the Belfast Rotary Club this week was 
Mr. F. M. Summerfield, President of the 
Dublin Rotarians. Perhaps, it was 
unconscious humour that made him 
choose, for the subject of an address, the 
evils of bigotry and intolerance. Mr. 
Summerfield pointed out that in religion 
and politics people did not always give 
the: other fellow credit for that sincerity 
in his views that they claimed for their 
own. An intolerant mind, he declared, 
was a mind diseased, and therefore 
incapable of fair judgment. He also 
thought that within the ranks of Rotary 
there were too many Jekyll and Hyde 
personalities, exuding an atmosphere of 
warmth and friendliness at their meet- 
ings, the good intentions of Jekyll being 
nullified outside by Hyde. 

The address created much interest, and 
there was merriment at the thought of a 
Dublin man coming north to instruct 
Belfast men in the virtues of tolerance and 
good-will towards the other fellow. Mr. 
Summerfield, who mentioned that he was a 
Roman Catholic and a Nationalist, is a 
highly popular figure in Rotary, and he 
took a prominent part in the recent con- 
ference in the North. His talk was much 
enjoyed. 


MUSIC IN THE CHURCH. 


An important movement to improve 
congregational singing in the Church of 
Ireland bas been inaugurated. The 
scheme originated at the General Synod 
in Dublin last year, and it was taken up 
enthusiastically in the United Diocese of 
Down and Connor and Dromore. A 
musical committee was appointed by the 
Diocesan Council, and the various 
parishes were organised to participate in 
the benefits to be gained. The efforts of 
the promoters culminated in a great 
hymn festival which was held in Belfast 
Cathedral on Tuesday night. There were 
forty-nine choirs present, representing 
eleven hundred voices, the conductor 
being Mr. Hubert Middleton, Mus. Bac.., 
organist of Ely Cathedral, while Captain 
C. J. Brennan, Mus.Bac., presided at the 
organ. 

Fifteen hymns, characteristic of three 
periods in the musical history of the 
Church, were sung, these being the plain- 
song and traditional, the eighteenth cen- 
tury, the Victorian and modern. The 
singing was most inspiring, and Mr. 
Middleton imbued the choirs with his 
spirit of enthusiasm. It is hoped that 
this new festival will be held annually, 
and that it will lead to a great improve- 
ment in the service of praise throughout

MILK PRODUCERS IN 
CONFERENCEy 


ADJOURNMENT UNTIL 
NEXT THURSDAY.

A meeting representative oí the milk pro- 
ducers of the Counties of Dublin, Wicklow, 
Kildare, Meath and Louth was held yesterday 
at 37 Upper Fitzwilliam street, Dublin, to 
consider the effect upon their business of the 
proposed Dairies Bill, and the fixing of a 
reasonable and uniform price for milk as 
between producer and distributor. 

Mr. James Ennis, of The Naul, Co. Dublin, 
presided. 

Captain Sheil, V.S., Clondalkin, said tha 
a deputation of milk producers had had an 
interview with Dr, Dwyer, one of the City 
Commissioners, and Mr. Doran, V.S., regard- 
ing the new Milk Bill. Dr. Dwyer told the 
deputation that he had not seen a copy of 
the bill, and that he had not been consulted 
by the officials of the Local Government De- 
partment. Dr. Dwyer, however, informed 
them that, if the Commissioners got power 
to make by-laws with regard to the supply 
of milk to Dublin, they would make inspec- 
tion so drastic as to he to the advantage of 
the milk producers in the areas of the 
counties mentioned. 

Mr. Sheil added that under the bill only 
three grades of milk would be supplied—viz., 
(1) Grade A.T.T., that was milk from cows 
that had been subjected to the tuberculin 
test; (2) Grade A, milk produced under simi- 
lar conditions from cows that had not. been 
subjected to this test; (3) milk without any 
qualification; but the existing method of 
selling warm milk was not in favour. It must 
be cooled milk, if not pasteurised. 

The Chairman said that the producers were 
not receiving their fair proportion of the re- 
tail price obtained for milk; they got only 
from 10d. to 1s. per gallon wholesale, whereas 
the retailer got 2s. 4d. per gallon from the 
consumer, 

In the course of a discussion which 
followed, a general opinion was expressed in 
favour of a centr depét in blin to 
which milk should be sent, and a resolution 
in favour of this was adopted. 

The meeting also discussed’ the question 
of whether a public company should be 
formed. who would provide the necessarv 
machinery ‘for milk-testing or whether 2 
cooperative society should be formed for the 
same purpose.

of the year. Sanction was given the following 
day, and the cars purchased the next day. 

The amount spent on warlike stores should 
conform more to the amount voted.

There seemed to be 
some confusion in the deputy’s mind between 
a good knowledge of spoken Irish and capa- 
city to deliver lectures of honours degree 
standard or post-graduate standard on com. 
licated technical subjects in Irish. No text 
now whatever on these subjects existed. To 
talk about lecturing in subjects in which 
there were no text books was very littie short 
of humbug. 

A SERIOUS DANGER. 

There was a danger that they might do 
harm by trying to go too far all at once.

A special two days’ delegate conference 
of the Irish National Teachers’ Organisa- 
tion will open at the Teachers’ Hall, 
Parnell square, Dublin, to-morrow after- 
noon, to consider the proposal of the 
Minister for Finame that. the teachers 
themselves shall contribute towards 
making solvent their Pensions Fund. 

At a conference held about two months 
ago Mr. Blythe’ informed the teachers’ 
representatives that the position revealed 
by the actuarial investigation of the fund 
could not be allowed: to continue. I 
matters were allowed to drift, he said, the 
capital of the fund would have to be 
encroached upon and would soon dis- 
appear. A way to preserve the fund 
might be found. he suggested, either by 
an increase in the State contribution or 
in the teachers’ contributign, or both; or 
in another. direction by 1 reduction of 
benefits, or, finally, by a combination cf 
ull these. 
He added that it would not be fair to 
ask the taxpayer to shoulder an addi- 
tional burden of £212,000 a vear. 
The teachers’ representatives replied 
that the State should be responsible for 
the whole of the deficiency in the fund. 
They had no authority to depart from the 
demand put forward by Congress— 
namely, that the Government should make 
good the entire deficiency. 
Meetings of teachers. have since taken 
place at every centre in the Free State. 
and to-morrow’s special conference will 
declare its final decision on the matter. 
It is pointed ont that the teachers have 
no statutory rights in the matter under 


the Treaty and the -Constitution. . It 
appears, therefore, that compromise is 
the only practical course left open to 
them.

He added that he 
could not teach his own subject, Greek, 
hrcugh the medium of Irish, because 
there was not in existence even a primary 
Greek-Ivish dictionary. 
GAELIC OR NOTHING. 

Deputy Derrig’s view was that Pro- 
jessor ‘Tierney’s views should not be ex- 
pressed in public, because they would be 


used by people unsympathetic to the 
language. ‘The professors and students 


of Galway College lived in the most Irish 
atmosphere in the Free State, with chil- 
dren playing games in Gaelic within two 
miles of the.city.

article:—The Viceroy’s long expected 
statement, which was published in Delhi 
yesterday, will dissipate a good many 
fantastic hopes and fears. It ccntains no 
promises and reveals no change of policy. 
Its mam theme, so far fron. being 
dramatic, is a quiet confidence in the two 
qualities most essential to múrúil wnder- 
standing—the fundamental. loyalty of 
Indian opinion to the. King-Euperor and 
the determination of British op:nion that 
a given shall be redeemed to tie 
ull. 

“ I am authorised,’’ he says, ‘ on behalf 
of His Majesty’s Government to state 
clearly that, in their judgment, it is im- 
plicit in the deélaration of 1917 that the 
natural issue of India’s constitutional 
progress, as: there contemplatec, is the 
attainment of Dominion status.” 

That is the sentence, no, doubt, from 
which most of the hopes and fears have 
sprung. The rumours of an eleventh- 
hour postponement of the Viceroy’s 
statement, which have been current in 
England during the last few days, and 
have so greatly agitated opinion in India, 
were unquestionably based upon an 
exaggerated forecast of its significance. 
And, no doubt, it is open to any of us to 
hold that the conditions of India differ in 
essence, and not merely in degree, from 
the conditions of Canada, New Zealand, 
and the other countries known as 
British Dominions, that a self-governing 
India of the future may find some more 
appropriate form of expression, and that, 
at this stage, therefore, the word Domi- 
nion is better avoided altogether. But 
the answer, for good or ill, is that the 
same word has been used again and 
again already to describe the goal or (as 
Lord Irwin calls it) ‘‘ the natural issne 
of India’s constitutional progress.’’ : 
For the last ten years—ever since the 
debates on the Government of India Bill, 
in 19198—there has been no difference in 
the language held on that subject by 
Englishmen of.every patty. Nor is there 
anything in 'the statement, adds The 
Times, which anticipates in the slightest 
degree the report of the Statutory Com- 
mission, or questions the undivided re- 
sponsibility of the Imperial Government 
in fratning proposals for the consideration 
of Parliament. 

The Statutory. Commission, representinz 
all parties in Parliament, remains the 
appointed channel of information about 
existing Indian conditions as they appear 
to a delegation of impartial and sym- 
pathetic observers, industriously working 
over a period of two years. The Parlia- 
ment which they represent, and the 
Government to which they will report, re- 
main the final source of any subsequent 
legislation. In the framing of that legis- 
lation there will be many .differences ¢t 
opinion. Pending the report oí the Com- 
mission and the- proposals which may be 
based upon it, as Lord Irwin 3ne- 
minds his audience, “every British 
party is bound to preserve to it- 
self. complete ‘freedom of  action.”’ 
And what 1s true of parties—which, it is 
to be hoped, may be eliminated altogether 
from the coming discussions—is even more 
true of individuals. 

It would be too much, indeed, to hope 
that the policy which emerges in the 
end should command the same unanimous 
support as the method of approaching a 
policy. There will be pressure upon 
Labour to give a party twist to their 
scheme. There will be pressure upon 
Conservatives, and, perhaps, upon 
Liberals, too, tó leok for opportunities of 
disagreement. Only the strongest convic- 
tion on all sides that the security and 
well-being of India matter incomparably 
more than any party success in this 
country can make the policy sound and 
practicable. It is at least some reason 
for optimism that in the immediate 
matter of procedure not only the Statutory 
Commission and the Viceroy, but the 
Government and the Opposition leaders, 
should be at one.

Although the reduction in the Bank 
rate was so unexpected, the reason for it 
appears to be quite clear. On September 
26th last the directors raised their rate 
to the exceptionally high figure of 64 per 
cent. They did this reluctantly, because 
of the probable adverse ¢ffect upon trade, 
but they had no other course, in view of 
the adverse effect upon the economic 
condition of Europe produced by excessive 
speculation in Stock Exchange securities 
in America. 
That movement was attracting credits 
from the leading European centres, partly 
in the form of gold, with a most weaken- 
ing effect upon the foreign exchanges. 
Sterling, as quoted in all the principal 
foreign currencies, fell to a more or less 
substantial discount, and if the movement 
had been allowed to go on the. position 
would certainly dave become serious. 


NEW YORK AND LONDON. 

With the great change in the New York 
Money Market brought about by the break 
in the Stock Exchange speculation.the out- 
look has changed very greatly, and the 
Bank of Englund has not hesitated to 
lower ‘ts rate, even at a time when gold 
was being withdrawn in large amounts for 
France, and even though its position is 
still very weak compared with that shown 
a vear ago. Phe ability to redupe our 
Bank rate to 6 per cent. provides an in- 
dication that London has not been greatly 
affected by the New York crash, and it 1s 
to he expected that the restoration of 
public confidence which, the change will 
produce will indirectly assist the financial 
world in recovering from the _ losses 
suffered from the Hatév business an‘ 
other untoward developments. 

The last. occasion of a reduction in the 
Bank rate from 65 to 6 per cent. Was on 
June 23rd, 1921, and that followed a :le- 
cline from 7 per cent. to 64 per cent. on 
April 28th of that year. The exceptional

The change has come at an oppor- 
tune moment ; for an effect is to lessen the 
differences which will have to be met on 
pay day next Thursday, owing,to the 
sympathetic decline in prices caused Ar 
the break in Wall street. “Because of this 
it is rather a pity that the London Steck 
Exchange is closed to-day, as usual on 
November ist: for the extra day wobld 
probably have served to reduce still more 
these adverse differences.

WHY DANISH IS QUOTED 
ABOVE IRISH.

Mr. T. Mullins, of the Glenwilliam. Co- 
operative Dairy “Society, Ltd., writes — 
Having visited the London Dairy Show the 
other day, I consulted‘ several merchants 
whose opinions I wanted on the general 
quality and marketing of ish creamery 
butter. They commented favourably on the 
appearance, flavour and texture, in which, 
they stated, there was a decided improvement, 
and they considered that the chilling of the 
butter by the Irish Associated Creameries 
last year enables it to stand up on the 
counter quite as well as the butter of our 
competitors. ' 

As regards the ,marketing, some were 
pleased and others displeased. The former 
were glad of the existence of the Irish Asso- 
ciated Creameries, inasmuch as it enabled 
them to purchase any quantit 
5,000 boxes, and to be absolutely sure of 
delivery on a-certain date, instead of, as for- 
merly, having to wire to thirty or forty 
creameries, aud having no certainty of 
quality or time,of delivery. 

‘The dissatisfied” merchants ‘stated that 
they could not bay from the LA.C., as their 
prices were two of three shillings higher than 
the prices quoted bythe outside ' creameries 
for the past three or four months. 

Buyers in Manchester and Liverpool, on 
whom I called, expressed themselves similarly. 
An old buyer.in Liverpool, with whom I have 
had dealings for aver thirty years—a Limerick 
man, too, who has a great love for the old 
country—gave it as his candid opinion that 
it would be disastrous for the Irish dairying 
industry if the I.A.C. were dissolved, though 
he admitted that since its inception he could 
do very little business with the new organisa- 
tion, as prices were too keen, and he was 
able to buy from outside creameries at a few 
Shillings umder the I.A.C. figures. He 
res “rhe 2 stated that it would be very 
foolish, indeed, to think of going back to the 
old system of 240 sellers, with their different 
ideas of prices and their underselling and 
dumping of the biter in slumpy markets on 

¢ merchants wlio did not Want it. He said 
that were it not for the LA.C. the butter 
would have had to be sold as low as 140s. to 
150s. last May and June, instead of which a 
good average of prices was kept up this year 
and last ‘owing to the operations of the 
marketing organisation. 

_... DANISH PRICES. 

As regards the difference between Danis) 
and Irish creamery prices, the most trust- 
worthy figures on which to judge are the 
nett f.o.r. prices paid to the 1.A.C. 
creameries and the nett f.o.r. prices paid to 
the Danish creameries. The official figures are 
easily ascertainable, and cannot be disputed ;- 
the one can be obtained from the weekly 
circulars sent out by the 1.A.C., the other 
{the Copenhagen price) from the daily 
‘papers, published on each Friday, and from 
the trade papers, published: on each Satur- 
day. It must, however, be recollected that 

. the price returned by the 1.A4.C., being for 
large quantities of 56 lb. salted boxes, is not 
the average which the creamery: receives for 

_Its whole output. The J1.A.C. creameries are 
free to sel] direct small quantities, for which, 

_of course, they obtatm an extra price, and, 
therefore, while the ‘price returned bygthe 

' J.A.C. last year was 162s., a good many of 
its members ‘realised 166s. to 168s. per cwt, 
average for their whole production. 

“In comparing Danish and Irish, it must 
also ‘emembered that the Danish package 
is a cask, for which the 1.A.C. pay. 2s. per 
cwt. extra (but for which, however, there “is 
a limited sale). Therefore, 2s. per cwt. might 
reasonably be added to the 1.A.C. price to 
arrive at a true comparison with Danish in 
any week. 

“Calculated on this basis, the. difference 
between Danish and Irish is at present 15s. 
ww cwt., and this should not surprise any- 
ody, when it is considered that the Danes 
had the creamery system established long 

years ahead of us, and, above all, by their 
winter production they are able to supply the 
market all the year round. Besides, no 
inferior Danish butter can be sold in Great 
Britain because it is not allowed to be 
exported, whereas inferior factory and 
farmers’ butter may be exported from Ireland 
and sold by grocers in England under the 
name of ‘Irish butter.’ The Danes have 
also an alternative-market on the Continent, 
which under present circumstances is prac- 
tically beyond our reach. an 

“ As an old and experienced farmer, under. 
standing the hardships and grievances of the 
agricultaral community, I consider that the 
I.A.C. is the best, thing yet established to 
safeguard the dairying industry from being 
exploited by the werful commercial 
interests that handle his product in Great

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


PENSIONS BILL 


TO COST TAXPAYERS. 
£8,000,000 A YEAR. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The 152 questions on the Order Paper. of 
the House of Commons to-day elicited very 
iittle information of general interest. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood, Minister of Health, 
in moving the second reading of the 
Widows, Orphans and Old Age Con- 
tributory ensions Bill, said that 
it was merely an instalment of a larger policy 
to follow. A Committee of the Cabinet was 
at present engaged on a survey of the some- 
what complex system, or systems, of social 
insurance, which would cover not only. the 
present inadequacies, but the relation of State 
insurance with the provision made by outside 
bodies... There were three major problems to 
which the Government were giving their at- 
tention :— | 

1. The problem of the classes of persons 
at present wholly outside, or partially ex- 
cluded from, the ‘existing scheme. 

2. The problem of extending the present 
services, and 

3. The very old question of the financial 
aspects of the various services. 

he special problem of the agricultural 
workers was also receiving the earnest con- 
sideration of the Government. He might 
sum up the position by saying that it was 
the desire of the Government to build. up a 
completé, harmonious system of social in- 
surance, which would enable all the citizens 
of the country effectively to meet the iJls, 
misfortunes, and risks of life. To that 
end they had put their hands to a task which 
they would not consider completg until they 
had fulfilled their object, 
In the case of insured persons who: would 
fall out of benefit at the end of the present 
year through prolonged unemploy:ent, he 
proposed to make such arrangements as 
would keep them in ingurance until Decem- 
ber 31; 1930 


BILL’S MAIN OBJECT, 

He went on to say.that the main. sco 
of the present bill was to bring within the 
pensions scheme persons of the same class 
or whom the original Act was. intended, 
and who, by pire accident of date, “were 
excluded rom its provisions. This 
would within the scope of 
the measure women whose husbands 
could not. participate, because . they 
were over TO years of age when the Act°came 
into operation, or because they died bef re 
the appointed day of the 1926 Act... 

They were making rise for about’ half 
a million preAct widows. under the present 
bill. The additiona] expenditure involved by 
the measure was approximately eight millions 
a year. The Chancellor of. the Exchequer 
proposed to increase the State. contribution 
until it rose to a maximum under the present 
Act to twenty-one millions a ‘year. 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain confessed that he 
was rather ab a loss to knew what. to 
come out of a survey of. general insurance 
schemes as a whole. 7 
This bill, like the Government which had 
produced it, was a mixture of good and had, 
but the bad predomivated. Clause One of the 
Bill would add a tremendous new burden to 
taxation, and add te the handicap under 
which industry was suffering to-day. It ¢on- 
stituted a grave departure from the principle 
of insurance, and would give rise to a whole 
host of new.grievances.

nl The plaintiff ed that, he was 
jibelled in a letter Written by the defendant 
to Mr. Hugh O’Brien Moran, and that the 
defendant had charged him with demanding 
£300 from him with ménaces. Defendant 
denied having libelled or miéaliciously pro- 
secuted the ‘plaintiff. : 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K:C., Mr. Dockrell, 
K.C., and Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by 
Mr. McCurtain) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. ,-Martin Maguire, K.C., Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Reidy (instructed 
by Mr. Tynan) for the defendant: 
APPLICATION FOR A DIRECTION. 

At the sitting of the Court, Mr. Maguire, 
K.C., asked for a direction regarding. the 
alleged libel, there being no proof, he said, 
of the publication of ‘the alleged libel, The 
original document alleged to have contained 
the libel was, he added, not produced, and 
it was clear that it was a confidential docu- 
ment, being a statement. of evidence by Dr. 
Holmes to Mr. O’Brien ‘Moran, solicitor, in 
connection with the defence of Nurse Nolan, 
in so far as it contained a statement, of facts. 
It had relation to proceedings by the nurse 
in defence of herself, and when they were 
brought evidence of that fact was given. In 
those circumstances, he contended, the docu- 
ment was privileged. i 

Mr. Justice Hanna—There is no douht 
that a statement of evidence could be given 
in connection with proceedings. ! 

Mr. Maguire asked his lordship, in the 
circumstances, to rule that there was absolute 
privilege. a 

In regard to the proceedings for malicious 
prosecution he asked for a similar ruling, as 
in this country, he said, there could not be a 
prosecution by the plaintiff in a case of this 
description. No one in this country could 
bring criminal proceedings, except at the suit 
of the Attorney-General. 

Mr. O'Connor submitted that there was an 
admission of publication of the letter. in 
which Dr. Holmes was urging the nurse to 
take action in defence of her character and 
reputation. That letter, he declared, was 
reeking with malice and mis-statements. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—No statement in that 
letter is justified, and the teal question is 
whether the document is privileged or not. 

Mr. O'Connor contended that what the 
letter contained was a garbled version of 
facts, 

Mr. Justice Hanna ruled that there was 
evidence of publication of the document of 
which complaint was made, and, in regard 
to whether there was privilege or not, there 
should, he said, be a distinction between the 
oceasion and the document. The occasion 
might be privileged, but the document might 
exceed privilege. He, however, was not pre- 
pared to rule upon either of those questions 
at that stage, and would ask Mr. Maguire 
at another period of the proceedings to repeat 
his application. In regard to the allegation 
of malicious prosecution, he thought there 
was some evidence of want of reasonable and 
probable cause, and that the defendant was 
the prosecutor. In the circumstances the 
ease could proceed, and he would give his 
decision upon the points raised before the 
issue went to the jury. 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Maguire opened the case for the de- 
fence, and, appealing to the jury to find in 
favour of the oaths, Ferg he referred to the 
atmosphere of bitterness and hate which, he 
said, prevailed between those two medical 
practitioners in Killaloe, and its importation 
into the hearing of the case in that Court. 
It was, he said, sought to represent it as 
a Titanic struggle for existence between 
them, in which one or the other must go 
down. He, however, would describe it as 
the aftermath of a contemptible attempt by 
Dr. McKeogh to injure Dr. Holmes throug 
an attack upon a nurse, and then to obtain 
money from Dr. Holmes. There was no alle- 
gation against Dr. McKeogh in connection 
with cases of ‘puerperal fever, and even the 
document in which the reference to puerperal 
fever was contained. was marked “' confiden- 
tial.”” Had it net been for the action of Dr. 
McKeogh against Mr. O’Brien Moran the 
letter would never have -seen the light of 
day. It was there that it was raked up. 
There was a delay an instituting those pro- 
ceedings, and if Dr. Holmes wanted to libel 
Dr. McKeogh it was not through a letter to 
a solicitor he would have done so, but for 
its publication or broadcast Dr. Holmes was 
not responsible. Even if he were, Dr. 
McKeogh had not shown that he suffered 
any damage in his practice or reputation. 

Dr. Holmes desired to be let alone in the 
pursuit of his profession in Killaloe, but the 
attack by Dr. McKeogh was not only an 
attack upon the nurse, but also upon Dr. 
Holmes, who was subsequently threatened 
with the letter from the British Medical 
Council, which the plaintiff had in his pos- 
session. The meeting between them was in a 
lonely place upon a dark night, and, in the 
absence of witnesses, the plaintiff sought by 
threats. to obtain money from the defendant. 
In those circumstances Dr, Holmes sought 
the advice of Dr. O'Connor, of the Scariff 
Hospital, in regard to those threats, with a 
view to bringing about a reconciliation be- 
tween himself and the plaintiff. Dr. McKeogh, 
however, refused to he friends and shake 
hands with Dr. Holmes, and showéd that he 
intended to pursue his relentless vendetia 
against the defendant. Dr. McKeogh showed 
that he wanted money for the suppression of 
the letter from the British Medical Council 
in regard to a charge which he had made 
against Dr. Holmes, who was desirous only 
of defending himself against a wanton attack 
by the plamtiff. In what he did in connec 
tion with the presecution of Dr. McKeogh, 
he had reasonable and probable cause for 
making an information in view of the demand 
for money from Dr. McKeogh by threats and 
menaces. 


Dr. 

gave ‘evidencé, in which he said that he en: 
deavoured ta mediate between the plaintiff 
and the defendant when his advice was sought 
by Dr. Holmes. 
Dr; P. J. Holmes, the defendant, gave evi- 
dence regarding his relations with the plain- 
tiff while both were in Killaloe, and the letter 
which he gave to Nurse Nolan for Mr. UO’ Brien 
Moran, and said that he believed everything 
in that communication, and substantiated it 
subsequently at the hearing of-the action by 
Nurse Nolan against Dr McKeogh. That, he 
said, was the letter which contained the alleged 
libel. He and Dr. MeKeogh had not spoken 
to each other for years until January, 1928, 
when. the: plaintiff met him on the road near 
Killaloe, and was very aggressive, and the 
witness was afraid. Dr. McKeogh said that 
he had a letter from the British Medical 
Council, and the witness. walked off afier 
saying, '“ Thank you.” Dr. O'Connor sought 
to effect a reconciliation between witness and 
the plaintiff, but: Dr. McKeogh refused his 
good offices, The défendant and the plaintiff 
subsequently met and hed a conversation in 
regard to the letter from the British Medical 
Council. The plaintiff asked to be given 
£200 and there would be an end of the 
matter. An offer of £50 was refused, and 
at a later meeting the plaintiff gave the wit- 
néss the impression that he was holding an 
axe over his head. During a visit to Ennis the 
witness saw Mr. Lynch, the State. Solicitor. 
who communicated with the Chief of the 
Police, from beth of whom he got instruc- 
tions how to proceed in connection with Dr. 
McKeogh. 

He obeyed the instructions which he got, 
and arranged a meeting with Dr. McKeogh, 
to whom he gave thirty £10 notes which 
were marked for identification purposes.

“NO COMPROMISE.” 

At the quarterly: meeting of the ENNIS

promise.”” The Department circnlar with re- 
yard to Irish qualification for teachers pro- 
voked general dissatisfaction.

If they had read 
his fascinating works, they would know that 
he had a passion for. building imaginary 
worlds. If Mr, Wells had been given the eppor 
tunity to create this world—and he evidently 
believed that he could do it very well— 
he would have made it different to what, it 
was. It would have been constructed on a 
strictly scientific principle. Mr. Wells was 
a scientist, and believed in science as the 
great cure for all the world’s ills. He thought 
that we ought to aim at creating a race of 
scientists. 

Such as he did not take notice of the 
objects that were taught; they held no view 
hut their own. A man of such genius was 
apt to think about the future by imagining 
a race of men created in his own image.

i WATER BAILIFF’S EVIDENCE. - 

James Browne, water bailiff, employed by 
the plaintiffs, said that he had been supplied 
with the boats about a fortnight before lor 
the purpose of carrying out his duties on the 
Lough.

CONDITION OF THE BOATS. 

William Beattie, boat builder, Moville, gave 
evidence of the damage to the boat.

a cot.. It would take £6 to replace the gear 

Charles Lemon, an employé of the company, 
said that about £9 10s. had been spent on 
salving the boat and bringing it to Derry 
from Lower Dunsrun, near Bellarena, opposite 
Kerry kiel. 

Bernard Brown, boat builder, Quigley's 
Point, produced for the respondents, said that 
the large boat was not worth more than £6 
and the cost £1. He added that on 
the previous night about 10 o'clock he was 
on the shore and the boats were then in the 
water. He also siated that there was no 
stoving in of the boat’s planks and that sixty 
men would be unable to carry it away. 

Mr. McMullen read the information of the 
plaintiffs. which stated that the men had 
apparently gathered to await the arrival of 
the patrol boat from Derry, but as it did 
not turn up they took there two boats. It 
was further stated that both beats were 
sunk. and now it transpired that one of them 
had been recovered.
